The woman, who is forty years old, i 


was housekeeper for Reed, who was 
thirty years of age, and a blacksmith. 
She, her three children and her moth- 
er, Mrs. Emma Reed, all made their 
home with Delaware Reed. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney had been his housekeeper tor 
eight years. 


" 'Del' was in the habit of going on 


sprees about twice a year," testified 
Mrs. McKinney, who betrayed little 
nervousness when she was arraigned 
before 'Squire Lovett, "and when he 
got drunk lie got'violent. 


"He left the house in the morning 


and did not come back until about five 
o'clock. We knew there was some- 
thing wrong when we saw him beat- 
ing the horse, and when he came into 
the. house, swearing and in a rage, we 
saw that he had been drinking. 


"He kicked over the little stove in 


the kitchen, and that started a fire. 
He drove my mother and my children 
into the front room.

me out into the 


yard, and I ran back again, going in- 
the front way. I locked the door in 
his face. He began to break windows, 
and then tried to forec the door down. 
Finally I opened it. As I did, he made 
for me. 


"Either he had to die, or I. So I 


leveled that revolver at him and fired 
three times. He fell back, and then 
pulled himself together and staggered 
into^ the house and through to the 
kitchen.

Victim Had Betn Drinking and Had 
Thrsatcncd to Kill All Persona In 
the House. 


Mrs. Bessie McKinney, a 
widow, 
living in Glasgow, four 
miles froi i 
Newark, Del., shot and killed her cou * 
in, Delaware Ilced, to save her ov. a 
life, and she was held without ball to 
await the action of the coroner. % 


The woman, who is forty years old, 
was housekeeper for Reed, who wiu* 
thirty years of aRe, and a blacksmith. 
She, her three children and her moth­ 
er, Mrs. Emma Reed, all made their 
home with Delaware Reed. 
Mrs. Mc­ 
Kinney had been his housekeeper for 
eight years. 


“ *Del’ was in the habit of going on 
sprees about twice a year,” testified 
Mrs. McKinney, who betrayed little 
nervousness when she was arraigned 
before ’Squire Lovett, “and when ho 
got drunk he got'violent. 


“He left the house in the morning 
and did not come back until about live 
o’clock. 
We knew there waa some­ 
thing wrong when we saw him beat­ 
ing the horse, and when he came into 
the house, swearing and in a rage, we 
sew that he had been drinking. 


“He kicked over the little stove in 
the kitchen, and that started a fire. 
He drove my mother and my children 
into the front room. Mother, fearing 
he would kill us all, ran out into the 
street with the children to summon 
aid. 


“1 managed to put out the fire and 
then I tried to reasoi} with ‘Del/ He 
attacked men and pulled a revolver 
out of his pocket. He told me he waa 
going to kill me. I grappled with him 
and the revolver dropped to the floor. 
I picked it up and ran for the door. 


“ ‘Del* followed 
me out into the 
yar¿l, and I ran back again, going in 
the front way. 
I locked the door in 
his face. He began to break windows, 
and then tried to forec the door down. 
Finally I opened it. As I did, he made 
for me. 


“Either he had to die, or I. 
So I 
leveled that revolver at him and flrei 
three times. 
He fell back, and then 
pulled himself together and staggered 
into the house and through to the 
kitchen. 
There he dropped to the 
floor, dead.” 


Several persons, among them Harry 
Brown, saw the shot fired, and saw 
Reed ctagger into the house, but no 
one venturer! in after him, until a phy­ 
sician arrived from Newark. He had 
come in respones to a telephone call 
by Mrs. Reed, and he was followed by 
Shellender, a constable, who arrested 
Mrs. McKinney. 


She was taken to Newark and there 
lodged In the lockup. After her hear­ 
ing she was removed to the county 
workhouse at Greenbank. 


Mrs. McKinney’s children are now 
with Mrs. Reed, at Glasgow. Two of 
the children are girls, one eleven years 
old and the other fifteen.

burlesque with the outlaw iu the prln 
clpal role. 


He would allow anyono to see and 
talk with him except the sheriff, and 
he turned his notoriety Into money 
by the sale of autograph postal cards, 
posing for photographers and moving 
picture men. He boasted that Sheriff 
Anderson would never ”tuke’f him. 


A week ago Tuesday Beardsley shot 
Putnam as the latter was about to 
t*ke the outlaw’s ulue children to a 
county institution, lie barricaded the 
windows and doors of his farm house 
and kept the sheriff and his posse of 
tweuty-fiv? men at bay by threatening 
to use the children as a shield against 
their bulW't*.

THE POPULAR QANAPE. 


Canape is a French term meaning 


couch, or bed. In the culinary sense 
it is used as a bed on which to rest 
savory foods. 


The canape is served" as an appe- 


tizer. To prepare a canape, cut slices 
of bread a quarter of an inch thick, 
then cut with a two-inch cutter into 
rounds or in any shape desired. Saute 
in butter and set aside to cool. 


For caviare canape the following 


method of preparation is used: Cream 
a quarter of a cup af butter, add salt 
and paprika to taste, and mix with as 
much finely minced water cress as 
will give it a fine flavor. The cress is 
chopped and squeezed dry before add- 
ing to the butter. 
When ready to 


serve, spread the toast with the but- 
ter, then a layer of caviare on top, 
a little lemon juice squeezed over and 
serve. 


Olive Canapes. — Prepare the toast 


as above and cut into delicate circles; 
place on each a coiled anchovy and 
put a stuffed olive in the center of 
each coll. Garnish with olives and 
capers minced fine. 


Cheese Canapes. — Prepare the toast- 


ed circles of bread and sprinkle with 
a thick layer of grated cheese, sea- 
soned with salt and cayenne. Place 
on a baking sheet and put into a hot 
oven to melt the cheese. Servo at 
once. 


Ham Canapes.— Prepare the toast 


and spread with butter: on each cir- 
cle place a thin slice of ham which 
has been lightly spread with mus- 
tard. 
Over this spread a layer of 


cold white sauce ^hich has been sea- 
soned with finely minced onion, a dash 
of cheese and cayenne. Sprinldo but- 
tered crumbs lightly over tho canapes 
and set In a hot oven five minutes.
